ANOTHER KAIBN ISLAND DEAL. 


Eleven years ago Major-General 8lr 
James WiHcocks. K.C.M.O., who has 
led the Zakka Khel expedition with so 
much success, was an almost unknow 
staff officer at De^sa, in India, which 
he has himself described as "a small 
military cantonment dumped down in 
a howling desert.” He had not long 
been promoted to -the rank of major, 
had no - "influence’*, whatever, and no 
visible prospect of rapid advancement. 
Four years later he was receiving the 
freedom of the City of London and a 
sword of honor at the hands of the 
Lord Mayor for his brilliant relief of 
Kumnsl. 

Yet even In those Deesa dayi Sir 
James WiHcocks was known to some 
of his seniors In the Army as a keen 
and zealous soldier. He had seen much 
fighting on the Indian frontier, and 
wore the Afghan. Waslri, Sudan, Bur¬ 
ma. Chln-Lushai. and Manipur medals. 
He had had a varied and adventurous 
cares*,' and had never misse d a single 
chance of getting Into the fighting line 
whenever troops were on the march. 
From the moment he entered the Army 
the call to arms has rarely sounded 
without "Jim" WiHcocks struggling to 
the front somehow, Tbe bugles of war 
hdKe rung In Iris ears as the most allur¬ 
ing of Invitations. Throughout his stir¬ 
ring life he has scented the battle from 
afar. 

A Subaltern's Resource. 

He was only a newly joined subaltern 
-when the Afghan war broke out. His 
regiment was near the frontier, but was 
not on the roster for active service. 
Young WiHcocks was not to be denied. 
With faith In his star of fortune, which 
has never deserted him, he sent a tele¬ 
gram to Simla, where he had not a 
single friend, asking to be employed. 
Then he packed his scanty kit and 
calmly waited. 

In two days the answer came. To the 
surprise of all his brother officers, he 
was ordered to the front; and to this 
day he does not quite know how It hap¬ 
pened. When he started he was soon 
blocked at the then hallhead At Jhelum, 
one of fifty officers feverishly waiting 
for conveyances to Peshawar. A case 
of heliographs marked “Very Urgent" 
caught his eye. Any stratagem Is per¬ 
missible Into. forwarding the helio¬ 
graphs at once—they were really badly 
wanted, and ought to have been de¬ 
spatched—and drove off Into the night 
on the roof of the mail-cart, leaving 
the colonels and generals gnashing 
their teeth In vain at their own delay. 
By an unlucky mischance the cart was 
upset and the heliographs were smash¬ 
ed: but WiHcocks "got there"—he Al¬ 
ways does.

TTaVTtT ffgr^emeht'whereby the Common¬ 
wealth contributes $ 1 , 000,000 a year to¬ 
wards the coat of the squadron of the 
Imperial navy maintained in Austral¬ 
ian waters. In Its place he would sub¬ 
stitute the maintenance of a thousand 
Australian seamen, a naval militia, and 
the. whol e c ost of coastal defence, 
through a local force of submarines 
and torpedo-boats and fixed defences.

Mr. Deakin 
aims at sweeping away the mob of In- 
effectives which, on his own showing, 
now masquerade as permanent forces, 
militia and volunteers, and raising a 
National Guard, In which all the man¬ 
hood of the Commonwealth should 
serve for sixteen days in each of three 
successive years. We admire the cour¬ 
age of these proposals, and the spirit 
of service which lies at the back of 
them: but until details are known wo 
doubt If It will give the Commonwealth 
an effective militia, or if it is practic¬ 
able in the conditions of a country 
with a widely scattered population."

The "Contemporary Review" has a 
paper, not signed. In which, relatively 
week as the German fleet is at pres¬ 
ent, the plans which are now matur¬ 
ing will ensure It a significant and 
prominent position about 1912 and on¬ 
wards. The writer says: "Provision has 
been made for carrying this work of 
naval expension on from year to year 
swiftly and persistently, and when ths 
task is completed about 1920. and 
Germany possesses a fleet of twenty- 
two Dreadnoughts and eleven Invin- 
clbles, with a large number of small 
cruisers and torpedo craft, she will 
occupy a position on ths seas which 
will render her naval power a factor 
of immense Importance. Many moons, 
however, will rise and wane before 
this climax is reached, and while rival 
powers will not fall to take account 
of the progress made in carrying out 
this scheme, they will not aocept this 
great flept as an accomplished fact 
merely because the project has been 
drawn up and Indorsed by the Reich¬ 
stag. In the courss of twelve years 
many events—financial, economic or 
political—may happen to disturb 
these ambitious proposals, and In the 
circumstances political students will 
not complain of the action of the 
British authorities in keeping their 
hands free to take from year to year 
such measures in the matter pf ship¬ 
building as the actual circumstances 
of each succeeding period, In ,vlew of 
our unrivalled resources for quick and 
cheap building may render advisable. 
Germany has paid dearly for Her at¬ 
tempt to forecast the trend of navdl 
policy In elaborate programmes, 
spread over many years. Her failures 
will be the danger signals of other 
powers, and her ambitions, as they 
rggch fruition step by step, and from 
y$ar to year, will glvs the necessary 
impetus to naval expansion In the 
United Kingdom. It appears inevitable 
on the present Indications that we 
must prepare for laying down four or 
five Dreadnoughts In 1109. But In 
spite of all the excur*!ons and alarms, 
Germany will no doubt continue to 
possess only the third greatest pavy 
of the world, even when—-end If— 
her plans have matured."

Great poverty and many trials, 
together with the ability t« sing well and 
tell funny stories, led Gough Into a life 
of dissipation. He became a drunkard 
and an actor. His first appearanw* In 
Boston was in the play. "Departed Spir¬ 
it*. or the Temperance Hoax,” In which 
Dr. Lyman Beecher and other temperance 
leaders were ridiculed. Mr. Gougli mar¬ 
ried. took up his trade of book-binding, 
-but fell to the most profound depths of 
Intemperance, knowlqg all the horrors of 
delirium tremens. At one time he stood 
on the railroad track with a bottle of 
laudanum at his lips, and only the mov- 
ings of the Holy Spirit kept him from a 
duiclde'a end. The kind words of a 
stranger, Jo«l Stratton, a waiter In a 
temperance hotel, persuaded Mr. tyhgh 
to sign the pledge. The drlnjr denvtfi and 
the stratagems of saloon men caused 
him to fair twice, but he recovered each 
tint, through the hladftem of friends. Ho 
began to speak for temperance in a'hum- 
blb way, but his great ability, was soon 
recognised, and he becaqie n temperance 
lecturer, speaking to crowded audiences 
all over the United Slates and Great 
Britain. His speaking combined the rich¬ 
est humor, the tenderest pathos, the most 
powerful eloquence, the most convincing 
argument. His autobiography and his 
Platform Echoes are among the strongest 
temperance bonks ever written. After 
winning many thousands to a life of 
sobriety, he died, hopnred by all the 
world. In 18W. No one can read Gough's 
life wirhout a deepened pity for the 
drunkard, and a deepened sense of re¬ 
sponsibility for speaking the kind words 
that may save him from his awful fate.

Scarcity of Men Last Year 
Reflected in City En¬ 
gineer’s Office. 


Skunk Cabbage. 

The great featuife m the skunk cab¬ 
bage is its smell. ^lt is from thia that 
U feta its name mid it la the same fea- 
tura which makes peopk avoid It and 
protects It from man/ of Jtf-enemies. 
Because of Us odor and Hi taste It Is 
avoided by almost all animals except 
bears, and they seem to only ntp it as 
If they ware taking It as a medicine 
or a sauce. It is just when the plants 
are coming through the ground that 
they seem to like It best, nipping the 
ends of the buds, Just at the end of 
the rootstock. 

There is, however, another reason for 
the odor. It Is not only protective, but 
Is to the human nostril a vilo smell. To 
the small carrion flies, however. It is 
one of the sweetest of perfumes. These 
flies are quickly attracted by the odor 
and they carry the pollen from the an- 
therr to the pistil and often the pollen 
from one plant to the pistil of another. 

The flower of the skunk cabbage Is 
very beautiful, resembling In some re¬ 
spects the Jack jig the pulpit found In 
the east. Not only is the spike of flor¬ 
ets (called a spadix) a pretty pale yel¬ 
low, but the leaf or apa(he that cov¬ 
ers It Is of almost the same color. The 
illustration herewith 


one. or felt the other. In the two years 
of our sojourn In the “Hub of Olorloaa 
JKootenay." No rats; no fleas. Why?

Then ws have another peculiarity. 
During the summer time thousands of 
•malt toads make th»lf w*y up U*a 
hills. The streets and sidewalks nr*, 
literally covered with small toads mak¬ 
ing from Che lake toward the moun¬ 
tains. Where they come frbm, and 
where they travel to. !s a mystery. 
During the summer evenings the small 
boys havo “toad races.” They pick out 
two little ''Jumpers'* and bet on their 
favorite* jumping, say. fifty yards. We 
have a very high mountain situate 
south frpm the city, and a prospector 
named it Toad mountain, simply be¬ 
cause he found a toad on the crest. The 
Indians around N*Titon are different 
from the Coast Indian In many re- 
Thay are-all moral; never in¬ 
dulge In Intoxicants; live in tepees; 
wear their hnlr braided and travel on 
the water in canoes rhftfleof skins, using 
what Is called the doublfe paddle. The 
wild flowors around Nelson are differ¬ 
ent from the Const varieties. We tfied 
to raise a number of holly plants, but 
th ey dwarfed. The sweet pea- grows 
over seven feet In height and the flow¬ 
ers are beautiful. Roses bloom twice a 
year, but they fade quickly. The Koot¬ 
enay apple Is the prettiest specimen 
that can be shown anywhere. Thou¬ 
sands of ftult trees are being planted, 
and the Conversation Is now of fruit, 
where a few years ago It was all min¬ 
erals. 

A trip to Bonnlngton Falls would re¬ 
pay a resident of the Coast. The pure 
mountain air and the natural beauty 
of the Kootenay river, rushing over ihe 
falls of Bonnlngton. Is beyond descrip¬ 
tion. There your naturalist would view 
one of the greatest electric plant^ on 
the continent and the uses to which 
electric ity can be put. Fishing and 
hnnttng nttrartir r Targe number. ^Im¬ 
agine a hunter bringing to the city 
brow, silver tip and grizzly bears, 
mountain goats and sheep and wild 
hare. Birds are scarce and a crow Is a 
curiosity. — J •

An Interesting account of the story 
of the" first piano that ever sent Ite 
melody ringing over the far-off hills 
and mountains of the famous Cariboo 
country, wan told this morning In the 
Dominion hotel by Andrew Kelly, the 
well-known storekeeper and hotel man 
of Barkervllle, who has been sojourning 
in the city for some weeks past. 

Mr. Kelly, In graphic style, recounts 
the story of how the piano, which la at 
the present time in his possession at 
Barkervllle, was conveyed thO distance 
of six hundred miles from Victoria 
forty-five years ago, .the cost of the 
carriage exceeding the price of the In¬ 
strument, of the. reason of Us shipment 
Into the far-away liHJs and mountains, 
and embellishes the story with some 
racy narratives of Its history since its 


of the keys are to have their Ivories 
1 renewed when the famous piano has 
completed its return Journey to Vic¬ 
toria In May next after an absence oi 
nearly half a century. 

Mr. Kelly, speaking on the future of 
Cariboo, says a bright outlook Is *n 
sight. Although the winter has been 
a dull arte there, and there has been 
much snow, they are going to have a 
good summer. AH the hydraulic claims 
he says, are In a prosperous condition. 
The construction of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific will, as near as can be ascer¬ 
tained. be within sixty miles of Barken 
ville, and perhaps as near as thirty 
miles, which will mean a pull of only 
sixty miles for wagons, Instead of 280. 
as at present. Mr. Kelly says It is now 
up to the provincial government to give 
Carlboe a helping hand. Cariboo, he 
says, is a good country and needs gov¬ 
ernment assistance and the people 
there us looking towards it for the as¬ 
sistance which they hope to get.

In 1862 Mr. Kelly went to the Cariboo 
country, where he has lived ever since, 
and has risen with the rtxe of the dis¬ 
trict till to-day he is a mnn of Inde¬ 
pendent means, and In May next will 
make his home on Davies street. Oak 
Bay. where he has this week purchased 
a residence, to which the famous old 
piano will be brought in a few weeks’ 
time to receive some needed attention 
to the keys, which through the years 
and vicissitudes It has undergone have 
become impaired. Owing to the fact 
that a former owner played the Instru¬ 
ment with her toes, some of the keys 
are badly damaged and these win be 
replaced, the instrument will he re- 
‘ tuned and given a new lease of life for 
the benefit of the grandchildren of its 
present owner, whose youtKful fingers 
will follow across the board many of 
the old melodies that resounded in the 
*ong ago through the hills of Cariboo. 

One year after Mr. Kelly settled in 
the Cariboo country, that Is In 1863. the 
piano arrived on the shoulders of four 
men. having been packed by them from 
Quesnelle mouth to Barkervllle, In 
slings strung on poles, a distance of 
sixty ipiles over the rocky mountain 
trails, across creeks and through the 
dense woods of the territory lying be¬ 
tween the Quesnelle mouth and Bark- 
erville. This stage of the long Jour¬ 
ney of six hundred miles was the last, 
and the piano wihch arrived in perfect 
tune and without ascratoh, so carefully 
had It been handled, was settled down 
to remain the delight of the country 
and to give pleasure and enjoyment tc 
settlers and wanderers who chanced 
there for many, many years. 

The Instrument was an upright j 
French piano of the most modern make j 
at that time, hAving a WMM frame 
encased In handsomely carved walnut. 
It was purchased In Victoria by James 1

The st<fc-y as told by Mr. Kelly of the 
Hurdy Gurdy Girls Is well known tc 
the present day in the Cariboo country, 
where many of the girls are still to be 
found, having married there and settled 
down after their engagement was. at 
an end. Many of them are living there 
to-day, says Mr. Kelly, and are the 
grandmothers of some of the present 
population. 

The story of the entertainment ifl-o- 
vided by tho girls and as witnessed t*y 
Mr. Kelly, is that the girls were assem¬ 
bled In a dance hall where the male 
population were admitted free, and 
with an eye for a light foot, would se¬ 
lect their partners for the waltz, or 
whatever dance was next on the pro¬ 
gramme. The dances were short and 
at the conclusion gentlemen led their 
partners to the bar. called for drinks 
and threw down a dollar, at which price 
the dances were retailed.

I Ing them If they are going and Inqulr- 
I Ing from those who do not propose do¬ 
ing so, the reason for their decision. 
This meeting takes place In the Easter 
holidays. School will close on Thurs¬ 
day evening next, and it is the Inten¬ 
tion that the classes of which the teach¬ 
ers attend the Institute meeting shall 
not resume until a week from the fol¬ 
lowing Monday, April 27th. The law 
provides, however, that if a teacher 
doea not attend the Institute meeting 
he or she, as the case may be, must 
continue classes as usual on the days 
that the institute is in session. It Is 
felt that It would not be quite the thing 
to have some rooms In a school closed 
while others remain open. Tbe pupils 
who would have to attend schooj while 
their playmates were enjoying a holi¬ 
day, would think they were bring un¬ 
fairly treated and the classes would, 
therefore, be greatly depleted, thus In¬ 
terfering with the work. 

It is felt among the trustees that In 
the Interests of their profession, every 
teacher should attend the institute 
meeting, which Is held under the pa¬ 
tronage of the department of educa¬ 
tion.

•lings, which they hoisted on their 
shoulders through poles, four of them 
being relieved by the fifth at Intervals. 
The price paid for the last sixty miles 
of the Journey was $660. at the rate 
of $100 per man, and the Journey took 
about eight days to complete. The 
price paid for the Instrument at Vic¬ 
toria by Loreing was $600, so that the 
total sum of Its shipment Into the Car- 
?b°o country amounted considerably 
more than 1M original coat price.

open the discussion, said thnt*the lum¬ 
ber industry should have aome reason¬ 
able share of protection. There was a 
good market for the higher grades of 
lumber, but the rough product was 
manufactured at a loss. Mill men had 
to pay duty on all their machinery and 
supplies, and In thla way were’handi¬ 
capped In competing with the Ameri¬ 
can mills. 

The only argument for continuing 
the free admission was that the prairie 
dwellers might have cheap lumber.
